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‘People think we're bad; they don’t even know us’ 


Brother befriends gang members

SAN DIEGO —Benedictine Brother 
Hilary McGuire might be found on 
street corners near San Diego High 
School talking with “rough’-looking 
characters, with combed-back hair 
and wearing plaid Pendleton shirts 
buttoned up to the neck and shiny- 
surfaced sunglasses. 


But Brother Hilary, who teaches 
math at San Diego City College while 
on a leave of absence from his order, 
does not look at these young men as 
“rough” hoodiums. He sees them as 
human beings who need the concern 
of people in the community to help 
gain jobs or education. 


WHILE ASSIGNED at a Benedictine- 
staffed parish in Los Angeles, Brother 
Hilary started -befriending and 
helping gang members. 


THE BENEDICTINE brother re- 
corded his experiences in a book 
called “Hopie and the Los Homes 
Gang,” ‘published by Alba Books. It 
has sold 3,000 copies. 


After he was transferred back to St. 
~ Gregory's Abbey in Shawriee, Okla., 
Brother Hilary took a leave of absence 
fom | the order. nue set said the abbot was 


city college teaching job and 
immediately started woking for 
“cholos.” 


HE WALKED .UP to the corner of 
12th and A streets where several 
“cholos” were assembled, introduced 
himself and asked them if they had~ 
heard of or read his book, which he 
held in his hand. Some had heard of it. 
That broke the ice. 


There he first met Pedro, 18, better 
known as Smiley—his nickname 
coined by fellow gang members — 
Raymondo. (Topo), 18, and Hugo 
(Chango), 17, all of whom accom- 
panied Brother Hilary to the SC office 
recently for an interview. All three are 
from large families in the Logan 
Heights area. P 


When Brother Hilary discovered 
that they were not going to school and 
didn’t have jobs, he helped them 
apply for grants and enroll in a 
welding program at San Diego City 
College. 


The course requires five hours of 
work each week, but they go two hours 
a day, five days a week. “The teacher: 
says they are doing very well,” Brother 
Hilary related. At this rate it should 
take them. five to sf months to 
complete the curriculum and start 
working. 


“We have the opportunity to try hard 
to make it,” said Smiley, who did most 
of the talking during the interview. 
“Without him,” added Smiley as he 
pointed to Brother Hilary, “we would 
not have it.” 


Funeral violence 

Bishop Leo T. Maher has de- 
nounced the violence that erupted at 
the funeral of El Salvador Archbishop 
Oscar Romero in which 40 died and 
_ 250 were injured. 
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There are approximately 85 gangs 


in the San Diego area, according toa ~ 


probation officer here, said Brother 
Hilary. Most of those gangs are 
usually composed of boys (and girls) 
from a particular neighborhood. The 
group that visited SC said they are 
among more than 200 members of 
their Logan Heights gang. 

But these boys say the gangs inSan 
Diego are not violence-oriented. 


“THE GANG MEMBERS here. don't 
like to get into trouble. They want to 
keep working so they can fix up their 
cars,” related Smiley. 


Brother Hilary stresses the 
need to reach out to “cholos,” and 
urges fellow religious brothers, as well 
as sisters, priests, and lay persons, to 
do so. 


He said tutoring programs could be 
developed for them as they need help 
in school. 


_ “If a priest, brother, or sister and 
every layperson in CCD would shake 
the hand of one of these guys every 
day, the gang problem would be 
getting better,” he said. 


BROTHER HILARY said that in 
working with the gang member he

One of the priests in the diocese 
who does reach out to them is Jesuit 
Father Richard Brown, pastor of Our 
Lady of Guadalupe parish, which is 
near Chicano Park. 


FATHER BROWN celebrates an 
annual Mass for “low riders” and 
blesses their cars afterwards. 


“We know Father Brown,” said 
Smiley. “Il sometimes go to church 
there,” he added. 


Brother Hilary sees “cholos” as 
being creative, especially in graffiti 
and in their dress, which, he says, is 
part of their style and tradition. 


~ GRAFFITI USUALLY is written on 
walls where a lot of people pass by, 
said Smiley. Brother Hilary added that 


it’s a means of getting their names- 


around. The writing and the symbols 
are tokens of a message the guys want 
to get across. 


Usually, it consists of their names, 
slogans, and the symbol for their 
neighborhood, they said. 


But Smiley said that. one place 
graffiti will not appear is on a church 
building. “We have respect for the 
Church,” he explained. 


When asked how they think most. 


people view them, Smiley replied, 
“People see the way we dress and they 
think we’re bad persons, and they 
don't even know us.” 


Brother Hilary is attempting to get 
people to know them.

A ‘BUSY’ EASTER — Moving easily from humble roles 
to triumphal ones during Holy Week, Pope John Paul 
attracted more than 300,000 to St. Peter's Square on 
Easter Sunday to hear his call to “build the world upon 
Christ.” 


At various times during the week, he was an ordinary 
black-clad priest in the confessional, the representative 
of Christ in a re-enactment of the Last Supper and the 
wildly cheered leader of the world’s 724 million Roman 
Catholics. The energetic 59-year-old pontiff baptized 24 
catechumens from Asia, Africa and the Americas, 
carried a simple wooden cross around an ancient pagan 
structure, washed and kissed the feet of 12 elderly poor 
men, and gave Easter greetings in 32 languages, 
including Hebrew. 


But his most startling gesture was an hour-and-35- 
minute stint in a confessional in St. Peter's Basilica, 
where he gave absolution to about 30 visitors after 
individual confessions. It was the first time a-pope is 
known to have heard the confessions of ordinary people 
in St. Peter's. 


POPE TO VISIT AFRICA—Pope John Paul will visit 
Zaire, the Congo, Kenya, Ghana, Upper Volta and the 
Ivory Coast: May 2-12. 


“May my visit cause an increase in Christian 
faith...and stimulate all the people of the continent to 
work for authentic human progress at the service of 
brotherhood and peace,” he said. “With this visit | wish to 
pay homage to all Africa and express my sincere 
affection to the inhabitants of this dear continent.”

Bishop denounces violence 


SAN DIEGO — Bishop Leo T. Maher has 
denounced the violence erupting at the 
funeral of Archbishop Oscar A. Romero in 
El Salvador which resulted in about 40 
dead and 250 injured. 

“Solutions to the divisions in El Salvador 
cannot be solved by the murdering of the 
innocent, by violence, by hatred,” Bishop 

. Maher stressed. 


“SUCH ACTIONS only promotestrifeand - 


tragedy and prolong injustice. It does not 
bring about conciliation and peace nor 
does it promote human rights. 


“We pray in the memory of Archbishop 
Romero that justice and loveand peacewill 
overcome hatred and violence andevilthat 
are the barriers to freedom and 
reconciliation.” 

The bishop. said he also prays that the 

‘“deeds of violence will be buried and 
goodness with true strength will build up 
the political and economical society in El 
Salvador to serve the people in the ways of 
peace.” z 

MEANWHILE in San Salvador, a group of 
Catholic and Protestant church leaders 

- said the official account of the funeral 
violence was false. 


Salvadorean government officials had 
blamed leftists for the bombings and 
shootings which unleashed a deadly 
stampede among mourners at Archbishop 
Romero’s funeral. 


“The version not only includes false 
assertions but also erroneous interpreta- 
tionsthat canleadtovery grave confusion,” 
said a statement signed by bishops, 
priests, Religious and others who were at 
the Mass March 30. 


SAN SALVADOR’S Archbishop Romero, 
a fiery defender of the poor, was killed 
March 24 by an unknown assassin while 
celebrating a memorial Mass in the chapel 
of Divine Providence Hospital. 


The outdoor funeral Mass for him 
attracted close to 30 bishops, 300 priests 
and 500 nuns, plus representatives of 
Protestant bodies. 


Attending the services were Archbishop 
John R. Quinn of San Francisco, president 
ofthe U.S. National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops; Bishop William G. Connare of 
Greensburg, Pa., and Bishop James A. 
Hickey of Cleveland, who feared for their 
lives during the violence.

“THE PRIESTHOOD remains inthe world 
in allitsturbulenceas amighty oakthat has 
grown strong in such a way that it will not 
bend or be knocked’ down by any secular 
winds,” the bishop said. 


Since the priesthood “is rooted in 
Christ,” like Him it “cannot be kept out of 
the history of mankind.”

Parents file suit to block 
sex education program 


SAN DIEGO—A local 
group of parents have filed 
suit in Superior Court here 


to block a K-12th grade'sex. 


education program from 
being implemented in 
public schools and two 
teacher workshops sche- 
duled May 6 and 7 on the 
proposed program. 


On April 23 a hearing is 
scheduled in Superior 
Court in which the plaintiffs 
will seek a_ preliminary 
injunction to keep the 
workshops from taking 
place. 


THE PLAINTIFFS and 
other opponents of the 
program say secrecy has 
surrounded the publicly 
funded program which 
calls for such practices as 
teaching pre-schoolers 
about sexual intercourse 
and 12-15 year olds about 
the availability of artificial 
contraceptives and abort- 
ions and that parental 
consent is not required to 
obtain them. 


The program originated 
from the State Department 
of Education with a report- 
edly $175,000 grant, 


_ $75,000 of which came 


from the federal Depart- 


and Welfare. - 


The plaintiff's attorney, 
Joseph O'Connor, said the 
suit alleges that the 
program violates standards: 
in the state education code 
and also the government 
code which stipulates that 
programs receiving federal 
-funds must. be open and 
made available for public 
inspection. 


Nell J. Seagraves, one of 


ment of Health, Education - 


the plaintiffs and a co- 
founder and board member 
of Creation-Science Re- 
search Center, San Diego, 
said the state Board of 
Education disallowed sex 
education as part of the 
health framework. 


“EVERY EFFORT has 
been. made through the 
laws to protect families.” 
The problem she added, is 
that few people outside the 
education department 
know the laws. 


She said. the protesting 
parents have forced open 
the secrecy surrounding 
the program and that each 
county education office 
should have copies of the 
guide and resource kit 
available for public inspec- 
tion.

Proposed curriculum intrudes on family life 


With the postponement until May of workshops, 
primarily for public school teachers, in the San Diego 
County on a controversial proposed sex education 
program, parents concerned about the moral stability of 
their children attending public schools should have ample 
time to voice their objections to state and local school 
superintendents. 


A Southern Cross article (page 3, March 27) and a 
message of concern from Assemblyman Jim Ellis in the 
Letters column below point out the dangers of this 
program. 


+ Flagrant violations of parental authority occur in this 
proposed program which informs students at age 12 about 
the types and availability of contraceptives and that 
abortion is their decision—it does not require parental 
consultation or approval. They also learn the addresses 
and phone numbers of family planning clinics and the bus 
routes to them. 


It is not surprising that Planned Parenthood is involved 
in this program. PP now.has an opportunity to spread its 
contraceptive and abortion philosophies to students 
throughout the public school system. They would grow up 
with it, as the program begins at the pre-school level for 
three through five year olds and runs through the lath 
grade. 


At the proposed workshop in May a Planned Parenthood 
representative is part of a Community Resources panel for

services available, local commitments and for additional 
training. 


The whole program reeks of PP ideology. Also included 
inthe program among recommended reading for students 


at age nine are two Planned Parenthood pamphlets that. 


tell them “masturbation is a perfectly acceptable, useful, 
comforting thing to do with sexual feeling and will make 
you feel more relaxed.” 


A small group of Catholic and Protestant parents 
seeking to ban this program and halt the workshops have 
filed a lawsuit contesting the legality of the program in light 
of several state and national statutes. 


Their attorney, Joseph E. O:Connor, told SC, “Planned 
Parenthood’s ideology is thé antithesis to Catholic 
ideology:..Their (PP) philosophy is. tearing apart 
society... The Church should not be timid. Jt should teach 
its position openly.” 


Bravo. And parents and all adults in the Church should 
let their voices be heard. The role and authority of parents 
would be greatly hindered if this program were to be 
implemented throughout the state.

Citizens’ moods cause concern for lawmakers 


It is distressing there are no signs of a 
change in the mood of so many citizens 
against welfare, public officials, the 
courts, civil servants and others whose 
contributions to society once were 
appreciated. 

This week | picked up the daily paper 
to find this statement by Assemblywoman 
Jean Moorhead, R-Sacramento: “There's a 
mood out there that says: ‘let's ee 
Medi-Cal.’” 


A PARAGRAPH or two later came the 
real shocker. Our assemblywoman 
described a meeting in which amaninthe 
audience replied ‘shoot him” to a 
question about how. to help a disabled 
person who could not find a job and get off 
welfare. 


“And nobody in the audience got in and - 


took this man on,” continued Assembly- 
woman Moorhead. “Theré was a kind of 
quiet agreement.” 


The next day | received a mailer from 
my state senator, James W. Nielsen, R- 


Woodland. He had conducted a 
questionnaire which included solicitation 
of opinions on what programs to cut to 
reduce taxes. 


NEARLY HALF (49.3 percent) checked 


welfare. And there were more who would — 


cut education (5.3 percent) than would 


cut parks and recreation (4.2), 


oeeg nee 5 (2. D, health (0. 3) or energy 


The remaining categories drew these - 


responses: environment (11.2), con- 
sumer affairs (9.4), public housing (6.3) 
and other (11.1). 


The big news on the criminal justice 
front was the signing of a bill imposing 
virtually mandatory jail sentences for 
persons convicted of burglary of a 
residence and prison terms for those who 
break into a home at night. Lt. Gov. Mike 
Curb signed the measure in the absence 
of Gov. Brown. 


THIS APPEARS to be part of the law and 
order, hard line-that has gone on in the 


legislature unabated for the last two or 
three years. 


A climate has been created in which 
liberal lawmakers are afraid to vote their 
conscience, lest a record be compiled 
against them by the opposition party and 
used to defeat them. : 


The experience of correctional officials 


‘is that “warehousing” of inmates, which 


longer sentences and little chance for 
parole are Causing, is not a deterrent to 
crime. 


THE JUDICIARY also is under attack 
through the circulation of an initiative 
petition to require contested elections for 
appellate judges and confirmation of the 
appointment of all judges by the State 
Senate. 


This is turning the clock back 46 years, 
so far as the appellate judges are 
concerned. It was in 1934 that the voters 
of California adopted a constitutional 
amendment taking the justices of the 


appellate and supreme courts out of 
politics. 

The argument of Rufus B. von 
Kleinsmid, then president of the 
‘University of Southern California, which 


the voters heeded, is as valid today as it . 


was then. 


THE USC PRESIDENT said: “Oneofthe 
‘chief obstacles to the proper administra- 


tion of justice in California today is the fact 
that our judicial offices have become 
prizes to be fought for in the political 
arena, rather than positions of trust and 
confidence. For the protection of both the 
judges themselves and of society, they 
must be freed from political influence.” 

THIS 1980 CLIMATE does not lend itself 
to dispassionate discussion of Proposition 
9 (Jarvis II), which will be on the June 3 
ballot. The measure would cut state income 
taxes by 50 percent at a loss of about $4 
billion in revenue. This is made to order for 
another emotional campaign like that 
waged two years ago over Proposition 13, 
the property tax cut measure. 


Assemblyman hits sex education program 


| wish to take this opportunity to express 
my deep concern regarding a sex 
education program currently being 
actively put forward by the State of 
California’s Department of Education (SC, 
March 27). 


My concern is two-fold: first, the 
material of the foundation document 
being used, a K-12 instructional “guide” 
entitled “Education for Human Sexuality,” 
and second, the manner in which this 
program is being implemented. 


From my own personal reading of 
“Education for Human Sexuality,” | can 
tell you | find it to be particularly 
objectionable that: children are being 
urged to seek contraceptive and 
pregnancy prevention services without 
the knowledge of their parents — indeed; 
the implication seems to be “don't tell your 
parents.” | can hardly conceive of a more 
direct attack on the fundamental parent- 
child relationship. 


| am equally disturbed by the report of a- 


6-year-old girl in Sacramento who was 
recently taken on the “mixed restroom 
visit” suggested in the guide. She was 
reluctant to enter the boys’ restroom, so 
was forced to do so by her teacher. The girl 
was reportedly so traumatized that her 
mother had to come and take her home. 


While | agree that the schools have a 
proper role to play in the teaching of 
human physiology, | strongly disagree 
with the introduction of explicit sexual 
matters at so young an age. Needless to 
say, | am truly shocked to learn that the 
guide, page 99, suggests that children as 
young as three be instructed in human 
sexual intercourse in a pre-school 
environment. The potential for abuse and 
resulting emotional trauma is awesome. 


With regard to the implementation of 
this program, | am informed that the guide 
which is currently in draft form only, is 
being used in a series of teacher training 
programs being conducted throughout 
the state. It is my understanding that the 
conduct of teacher trgining using 
instructional guides which lack final 
approval is in direct violation of the 
Department of Education’s. own regula- 
tions and guidelines. 


| note with some interest that the 
Consultant to the School. Health Program, 


~ inthe Department of Education, is actively 


involved in the prosecution of this 
program. It is my understanding that sex 
education or references to human 
sexuality were specifically eliminated 
from the health framework as adopted and 
approved by the State Board of Education. 


Without question, incidents like that 
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which. occurred to the 6-year-old in 
Sacramento (who, | am informed, is now 
enrolled in a private school), coupled with 
this program's apparent attack on the 
traditional domain of the family, will 
provide powerful ammunition for 
advocates of the “voucher seat in the 
State of California.

ON WHAT ISSUES would | be willing to 
persevere under the threat of death or 
imprisonment? Is my commitment a 
matter of words or would | be able to 
persevere in the face of this kind of 
opposition? 


The challenge for me was direct 
because of the priesthood | shared with 
the archbishop. 


From what | knew of his actions, the | 


threats to his life did not come from his 
endorsement of any particular political 
group. He preached against the poverty 
and suffering imposed on the most 
vulnerable people of his country; he 
preached against the violence which was 
being accepted as the final means of 
preserving power or of overturning it. 


RELIEF OF SUFFERING and opposition 


to violence are basic elements of the 
- gospel to which we both committed our 


lives. If my priesthood were being 
exercised in El Salvador or in one of the 
other parts of the world in which similar 


viewpoint 
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conditions exist, would | be able to live 
out that commitment or would | find some 
way of rationalizing, of blurring the 
gospel— just enough to let me escape the 
most serious threats? 


The most disturbing thing about such a 
challenge is that you can find no definite 
answer. The conditions in the United 
States at this time do not pose much of a 


' physical threat to clergymen, no matter 


how radical their preaching. 


But the possibility remains. Wherever 
power and possessions are threatened, 
there is a likelihood that they will be 
protected; even by violence. 


AND WHEREVER DESPERATE: human 
need exists, this need establishes a 
Christian claim on the resources which 


' God has provided for the welfare of all 


people.

We're not sure; our uncertainty troubles 
us. 


BASICALLY, THE WITNESS of Arch- 
bishop Romero's. life. and violent death 
asks us: Do you value anything deeply 
enough to be willing to die for it? 


If honesty or cynicism leads us to 
answer “‘no’’—we are left with a 
cheapened view of our lives; we are left 
with less respect for ourselves. 


If we think the answer is “yes, there are 
some values for which | would give my 
life’ —then we feel the need to identify 
those values. 


AND WE FACE THE auditional question: 
If | would be willing to die for this value, in 
what way am | living for it? 


The martyrdom of Archbishop Romero 
was his most inspiring sermon. Like most 
good sermons, it left us thoughtful, less 
comfortable with our own response to the 
Lord’s invitation. 
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If there’s one sure way of remaining 
humble, it’s being scheduled a year and a 
half in advance for a talk at a conference 
and then getting a cold. 


Not a polite, p’choo, southern.etiquette 
kind of cold but one accompanied by all 
the grosser accoutrements: runny nose, 
red eyes, and laden vocal chords — all of 
which result in a much different kind of 
speaker than originally envisioned by the 
planning committee. 


IT’S RATHER HUMILIATING to stand 
before a couple of thousand people who 
are anticipating a lively and profound: 
presentation only to come away shaking 
their heads in disappointment over the 
fact that you sound like their kids with a 
cold. 


!n my public speaking, I’ve only had the 
kind of cold made to offend listeners 
twice, but the latest was a zinger. Last 
June, | hooked two appearances together, 
the first at Notre Dame and the second a 
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couple of days later at the Benedictine 
College in Lisle, Illinois. | got through 
Notre Dame in fine style but as | was 
leaving South Bend | felt the first signs of a 
sore throat. 


| prayed, “Dear God, please hold this 
cold off for a few more days.” But by the 
next morning, my nose began to run, my 
head was aching, and | added to the 
intensity of my prayer. “Lord, either make 
this a fast cold or postpone ‘it until | get 
home, p-l-e-a-s-e.” ; 


HE WASN'T HEARING ME. In fact, he 


tossed in two complicating factors: damp © 


and cold Illinois weather and an unheated 
dormitory. 


By morning, the obvious was obvious. | 
coughed, | sneezed, | wheezed, | blew, and 
I felt the first signs of laryngitis. Also panic. 
In irritation, | prayed, “Okay, Lord, what 
are you and | going to do about those talks 
tomorrow?”

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Thoughts on God, colds and humility 


That night a-priest gave me a little 
purple and gold capsule, saying if | took it 
at bedtime, I’d be completely well by 
morning. A listening nun said, “Don’t take 
that. You'll never wake up inthe morning.”. 
And she passed me a white tablet to take. | 
smiled and nodded my thanks voicelessly. 


ON MY WAY TO THE DORM, | met a 
stranger who wore a conference name tag. 
“Oh,” she said, grabbing my arm in the 
dark. “I heard you had a bad cold and | 
brought you a never fail remedy.” She gave 
me another pill. 


Back in the dorm, | studied the pills and 
chose the purple. No reason except the 
color seemed appropriate. The way | felt, | 
didn’t mind sleeping through the following 
day. 


BUT IT WAS NOT TO BE. | arose early 
and one registrant with a car knocked a 
few weeks off purgatory by taking me out 
for an early breakfast where | drank 


gallons of coffee, coughed, cleared, blew, 
and went over my speech notes. | also 
prayed between every cup with some 
annoyance, “Okay, God. What did you 
have in mind— bringing all these people 
here and giving them this?” 


But when | was introduced an hour later, 
a curious thing happened. | apologized to 
the listeners for my voice, nose, and ever 
constant tissue, but | launched into the 
talk with bravado. 


AT THE END OF the 45 minutes, | 
realized with astonishment that | had 
forgotten my cold completely, hadn't 
coughed or blown once. Even my voice 
cooperated. Afterward, several partici- 
pants suggested that my cold was 
“psychological,” stage fright in origin. 


| couldn’t answer. My voice was gone 
again. | rolled my eyes to heaven and He 
only-shrugged. He has his own way of 
keeping us dependent. 
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On Easter Sunday | knelt behind a young 
mother and her two small daughters. The 
children were dressed alike in frilly yellow 
dresses with yellow bows in their hair and 
looked quite enchanting. 


Their mother sat with an arm around 
each child, smiling at them, stroking their 
hair, touching their hands, hugging them, 
and paying very little attention tothe Mass. 


1 WAS ABOUT to let myself be irritated 
by her constant movement and distraction 
when | remembered the words of a 
commentary | had been reading on the 
scripture passages for that week. 
Theologian Jean Frisque, referring to the 
bodily resurrection of Jesus, says “The 
body is the medium, par excellence, of 
relationship.” 


He was explaining why it was necessary 
for Christ to be seen physically after the 
resurrection and what that means for us. 
The principal result of the post- 
Easter apparitions was relationship and 
dialogue, and indicated a continuation of 
Jesus’ earthly desire for intimate 
relationship with all men.and women. But 
it seemed to me that there was a message 
for me at that moment.

Q: Sometimes | become discouraged 
and confused because so many priests 
offer Mass in different ways. Is this 
allowed? 


A: Contrary to the rigidity of the 
Tridentine Mass, certain quite small parts 
of the Mass admit of the celebrant’s 
creativity—for example, the announce- 
ment of the “penitential rite’ at the 
beginning of Mass, and the invitation to 
pray the Our Father. 


But we need to remember that 
“liturgical reform is not at all synonymous 
with so-called desacralization, and is not 
intended as an occasion for what is called 
secularization. Thus, the liturgy must 
keep a dignified and sacred character. 


“The effectiveness of liturgical actions 
does not consist in the continual search 
for newer rites or simpler forms, but in an 
ever deeper insight into the word of God 
and the mystery in the celebration by 
following the rites of the Church rather 
than his own preference.” 


It seems today that the outrageous and 


bizarre liturgical experimentation of a. 


decade ago is pretty much over with. The 
celebrants giddy with their newly found 
“freedom” soon found that their liturgical

The resurrection does things! When 
Jesus was raised, it was not just some 
overwhelming act of God to make us 
mortals stand in awe. It was not like a 
meteor flashing through the skies for a 
brief moment, then to die away without a 
trace. Jesus’ resurrection opened doors of 
amazing grace, and even today continues 
to work its power in the Church, in the 
hearts of believers. That is what our 
readings are saying to us this Sunday. 


We must begin with the Gospel. It gets to 
the heart of ‘the resurrection’s secret. 
Jesus appears to the disciples in the upper 
room. Even His greeting to them has 
special significance. — 

THE “PEACE” HE wishes them is that 
grace-filled assurance of a loving 
relationship with the Lord and with one 
another. He can make that wish because 


He himself is now united with the Father, - 


the giver of all good gifts. 
Still more significantly, He can “send” 


pretty daughters was a lovely sight and 
under any other circumstances would 
have beén a matter for sincere 
thanksgiving. Love is always beautiful and 
deserves gratitude wherever it comes. 
Why should it seem irritating because it is 
shown during Mass? Where else, to be 
honest, would it be more fitting than at this 
celebration of the familial love of Father 
and Son? 


Somehow | could not see Jesus scowling 


at this woman and scolding her for 
distracting me!.The apostles, maybe, but 
Jesus? Never! He might, of course, have 
scolded me for being irritated, and, 
maybe, for misunderstanding the nature 
of the eucharistic assembly. 


The body is the medium of relationship 
and children who have been hugged and 
cuddled and smiled at through the Mass 
‘may have a better chance of perceiving it 
as a loving gathering than those who are 
urged to sit quiet and still and not bother 
their parents or other participants. Lovers 
who kneel wedged so closely together that 
not even a gnat could squeeze between 
them have brought their relationship to 
the right place, too.

Creativity was neither profound nor 
enduring; at best it was contrived, 
sentimental and terribly artificial.

Easter services. | noticed that St. Joseph

Pages, confessions were scheduled on 
Saturday at Mary Star of the Sea and St. 
John the Evangelist. Please explain. 


A: In ancient times, when public 
penance took place during Lent, sinners 
were reconciled on Holy Thursday so that 
they could fully participate in the liturgical 
ceremonies (and receive communion) 
during the special days commemorating 


them out as “apostles,” a word meaning 
“one who is sent.” Jesus Himself is the 
Father's apostle (cf. Hebrews 3:1), senton 
mission. The resurrection marks the 
completion of His mission, and so He can 
send forth His own apostles. 


It is a commissioning that He continues 
to exercise year after year in the Church. 
“As the Father has sent me, sol send you.” 
These words of the risen Lord echo down 
the corridors of a two thousand year 
history. 


EVEN CLOSER TO THE heart of the 
resurrection’s mystery are these words of 
Jesus: “Receive the Holy Spirit.” In His 
final words to His disciples before His 
death Jesus had told them He must “go,” 
that is, back to the Father, in order that He 
might send the Spirit in power upon them 
(John 16:7). 


In his speech on Pentecost Sunday 
Peter makes the same connection 
between resurrection and the sending of 
the Spirit. There he says, “Exalted at God's 
right hand, he (Jesus) first received the 
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Is it really ever the wrong place? 


ples who receive communion holding 
each other’s hands come in for a fair 
amount of criticism from. other 
parishioners. The church, they are told, is 
not the place for such demonstrations. 
But if they are wise they will ignore whatis, 
after all, only prejudice. If handholdingis a 
symbol of their unity and commitment, 
then the eucharistic assembly is the place 
to hold hands. 


We are a sensory people. We need to be 
able to look at each other, touch each 
other, and feel our closeness to fully 
appreciate the love we feel. And surely, we 
pray better when reaching out to each 
other and exchanging expressions of love? 


The ritual of the “Kiss of Peace” 
acknowledges this. In the middle of the 
celebration, remembering the peace and 
love which Jesus both brought to his 
followers and called them to, the liturgy 
encourages us to turn physically to each 
other and take our neighbor's hand or 
share a brief embrace. It is the right time 
and the right place to make a gesture of 
brotherhood — or ‘sisterhood. 


IN HIS APPEARANCES after Easter, 
Jesus was recognized “in the breaking of 
the bread,” not only at Emmaus but on the 


the death and resurrection of Jesus. 


Consequently it would be inappropriate 
to have the sacrament of reconciliation on 
the following days. Nowadays it would 
seem that this usage is more of an ideal 
than a reality—as witness, for example, 
the quite poor participation on Holy 
Saturday evening. Sah ene 


If the Liturgical Commission issued a_ 


statement on the subject, then it most 


_ probably would have been by way of 


encouragement or suggestion. Moreover, 
their letter would have been widely 
publicized and such does not seem to 
have been the case. Obviously the 
parishes which provided the sacrament 
on Saturday did so precisely because of 
their pastoral concern for the people in 
their parishes. And for this they should be 
commended. 


Q: | have heard that Pope John Paul 
wants the Mass to be said in Latin from now 
on. Is this correct? . 


A: Itis certainly true that many “oldtime” 
Catholics miss the Latin language at Mass 
because, as the pope has mentioned, itwas 
“an expression of the unity of the Church 
and through its dignified character elicited

promised Holy Spirit from the Father, then 
poured this Spirit out on us” (Acts 2:33). 
Jesus’ reception of’ the Spirit here 
designates Him as the channel of the 
same Spirit's outpouring on the faithful. 
For His own mission Jesus had already 
received the Spirit at His baptism. (Luke 
3:21-22). 

It is the Father's own secret why He 
willed to bring about our salvation in 
precisely this way. For us it is just an 
astonishing manifestation of love, God the 
Father, Son and Spirit love us with such 
intensity that they expend themselves 
totally for our sake. 


ALL THIS DIVINE activity is people- 
(that is, us-) directed. Jesus’ resurrection 
is the key that opens the door to this flood 
of grace and love. Indeed, the resurrection 
does do things! 


The reading from Acts is further proof of 
this. Luke makes no explicit mention of 
the resurrection here. But it is the 
necessary - background and_ absolute 
presupposition of what he is recording.He 
had, after all, just recounted the Pentecost

lakeshore and elsewhere. 


His emphasis was on meeting in 
community and sharing a meal —inall the 
naturalness of his relationship with his 
disciples. It was as though he was 
reminding us that the eucharistic meal is 
very much part of our normal lives and 
relationships, not something set apart, 
where we must behave unnaturally. 


And then, who are we to say that this one 
or that one is inattentive at Mass, when we 
ourselves are spending so much time 
watching and criticizing them? So | stood 
rebuked behind my happy little family and 


took time to be grateful that a mother’ 


could be distracted by her joy in her 
children. 


LATER, ! THOUGHT of how much we try 
to de-emphasize the physical and frown 
on bodily contact in “spiritual things,” 
when Christ spent so much time stressing 
them. He touched freely and his touch 
healed. He embraced arid his arms united 
and comforted. 


It is not beyond the realms of possibility 
that he, too, might have cuddled children 
and stroked their hair when they were 
present in his assemblies— maybe 
irritating the apostles to distraction! 


a profound sense of the eucharistic 
mystery.” 

He adds that not only should we 
understand and respect these quite 
legitimate feelings but also “as far as 
possible these sentiments and desires are

Translated, this means: If there are 
enough people who desire the Mass in 
Latin — but only according to the new Mass 
rite of Paul Vi—then this should be 
provided wherever it is possible. But the 
situation has been, quite frankly, that very 
few people have requested a Latin Mass. 


The pope ends his discussion of the 
matter .with the somewhat vague 
statement, almost bordering on tokenism, 
that “The Roman Church has special 
obligations towards Latin, the splendid 
language of ancient Rome, and she must 
manifest them’ whenever the occasion 
presents itself.”

Family is church in miniature 


NEW ORLEANS (NC)—The areas of 
pastoral ministry — evangelization, 
initiation and ongoing growth—are most 
often found in the family, which is the 
church in miniature, delegates to the 
National Catholic Educational Association 
(NCEA) convention were told. 


Quoting the National Catechetical 
Directory, Christiane Brusselmans, 
keynote speaker at the 77th NCEA meeting 
in New Orleans, said, “Family ministry 
involves announcing the good news to 
those within the immediate family circle 


first of all. However, family members — 


should in turn be aware of the Christian 
family’s authentic mission to evangelize 
the wider community.” 


BRUSSELMANS, professor of pastoral 
catechetics at the University of Louvain, 
Belgium, spoke to the more than 9,500 

_delegates at the opening session on the 
convention theme, “Catholic Educators: 
Partners with the Family.” 


In a family that is conscious of this 
mission to evangelize, Brusselmans said, 
“all its members evangelize and are 
evangelized. The parents not only 
communicate the good news to their 
children, they also receive the same 
Gospel in return as their children live it. 


“Such a family becomes the evangelizer 
of many other families and the 
neighborhood of which it forms a part.” 


THE FAMILY ALSO shares inthe ministry 


of Christian initiation, she wenton. “Sinceit 
is the domestic church, the initiation ofthe 
children into its worship is a central part of 
its role. 

“A Christian family first of all introduces 
its members to daily family prayers. 

“As the children grow, the parents are 
entrusted with the ministry of sponsor- 
ship,” and in baptism “it is the Christian 
parents who formally present their 


‘children to the sacraments of Christian 


initiation.” 

BRUSSELMANS noted that the National 
Catechetical Directory also mentions the 
need for spouses to catechize each other. 
They catechize each other by sharing, 
openly and trustingly, their insights into 
the relevance of the Gospel in their lives. 


“Parents are also pastors, sharing in the 
pastoral ministry of Christ because it is to 
them that is entrusted the task of leading 
their children on paths of justice and 
peace.” 

Finally, she said, “parents are priests 
sharing in the priestly ministry of Christ, 
because it is through their love that life is 
given a child. By the offering of the child to 


Christ in baptism, this life is sanctified and ~ 


transformed into the body of Christ.” 


AT THE CONVENTION Brusselmans 
was honored with the NCEA’s Department 
of Religious Education award for family 
catechesis programs she has designed 
and written. 


Tridentine Mass stirs protest 


VENICE, Italy (NC)—Supporters and 
opponents of rebel Archbishop Marcel 
Lefebvre traded insults April 7 when he 
celebrated his first Mass on Italian soil. 


The 74-year-old archbishop arrived by 
motorboat at the church of St. Simon the 
Younger in Venice, ignoring a group of 
about 20 young people who shouted 
“fascist” andurged Archbishop Lefebvreto 
jump into the polluted waters of the Grand 
Canal. 


ABOUT 30 LEFEBVRE backers engaged 
in a verbal battle with the youths, accusing 
them of being members of the Red 
Brigades, a leftist terrorist organization. 


A large contingent of Venetian police 
moved in between the two groups to 
prevent an outbreak of physical violence. 


Inside the church, Archbishop Lefebvre 
and eight other priests celebrated Mass in 
the prohibited Tridentine Rite and prayed 
for the success of the cause of beatification 
of Padre Pio of Pietralcina. 


PADRE PIO, A CAPUCHIN priest who 
died in a monastery in southern Italy in 
1968, borethe marks of Christ's crucifixion 
on his hands, feet and side. 


Archbishop Lefebvre, suspended from 
all priestly functions in 1976 by Pope Paul 


VI, continued his attack on post-Vatican II 
reforms in an Italian-language homily. 


“We must uphold tradition, but the 
cardinals.and bishops aresoadamantthey 
would not even listen to me,” he said. “Not 
even the Soviets would be so intransigent 
as these bishops.” 


HE SPECIFICALLY criticized Cardinal 
Marco Ce, patriarch of Venice, who had 
warned that Archbishop Lefebvre’s 
appearance in the city “can only cause 
suffering in the Catholic community.” 


Archbishop Lefebvre told the crowd of 
nearly 700, including 20 seminarians from 
his seminary in Econe, Switzerland, that 
the Church is not “in a normal condition”. 
and has “taken an wrong path for change.” 


The archbishop was invited to Venice by 
80-year-old Father Siro Cisilino, who 
celebrated a Tridentine Easter Mass the 
day before in St. Simon the Younger 
Church. 4 


THE 75-YEAR-OLD church was closed 
for worship in 1976 by Cardinal Albino 
Luciani, then patriarch of Venice and later 
Pope John Paul |. 


The building is supposed to be used only 
for sacred music concerts and rehearsals, 
but has often been the site of Tridentine

Papal envoy says 


Peace in Lebanon needed 
for stable Middle East 


ROME (NC)—“The Holy See is 
convinced that the peace and survival of 
Lebanon are essential elements for 
equilibrium and peace in the Middle 
East,” said Cardinal Agostino Casaroli on 
his return from a five-day fact-finding 
mission in Lebanon. 


Cardinal Casaroli, papal secretary of 
state, said upon arriving at Rome's 
Leonardo Da Vinci airport that a verbal 
message he delivered from Pope John 
Paul II was received “with much interest” 
by Lebanese President Elias Sarkis. 


SARKIS AND THE people of Lebanon 
“see in the Holy See and in the pope a 
great hope for the future,” he added. The 
content of the verbal message was not 
made public. 


The cardinal was greeted at the Rome 
airport April 2 by Archbishop Eduardo 
Martinez Somalo, papal undersecretary of 
state; Archbishop Achille Silvestrini, 
secretary of the Council for the Public 
Affairs of the Church; and Msgr. Giovanni 
Battista Re, an official of the Secretariat of 
State. 

At the ordination Mass, Cardinal 
Casaroli read a message from the pope to 
Maronite-Rite Patriarch Antoine Pierre 
Khoraiche of Antioch and all the Orient. 

“1 WISH TO ASSURE you that the action 
of the Holy See for peace (in Lebanon) will 


continue without slackening,” the 
message read. 


“At the same time, | encourage all the 
people of Lebanon to open their hearts to 
hope and, confident of the help of God, to 
each make their own contribution to the 
reconciliation and reconstruction of their 
country.” 


Meanwhile, Cardinal Terence Cooke of 
New York, who visited Lebanon early this 
year as a representative of the U.S. 
bishops, said finding a homeland for the 
Palestinians is the key to settling 
Lebanon's domestic problems. 


THE UNITED STATES government 
should use its influence to. obtain a 
Palestinian homeland, the cardinal added 
in a report made after the recent fact- 
finding trip. He did not say where the 
homeland should be. 


_The United States also should pressure 
Israel and the Palestinian guerrillas to end 
their hostilities in Lebanon, he added. The 
activities of these external forces are a 
major reason causing domestic strife 
between Lebanese Christians and 
Moslems, he said. 


Lebanon’s 3.2 million people are about 
evenly divided between Moslems and 
Christians. Heavy domestic fighting 
erupted in 1975 between Christian-led 
militiamen and Moslems. 


Bishop shares pain, joy 
with Black Catholics 


BALTIMORE (NC) -Some- 
thing “very beautiful and 
very painful” happened to 
Auxiliary Bishop Francis 
Stafford of Baltimore 
through listening, sharing 
and talking to blacks, he 
said. 


He explained, “I began to 
know their anguish, their 
hurt, their anger, as my 
own, and to look at our city 
through very different eyes. 
The sounds and sights of 
city people have been 
occasions of wisdom and of 
beauty and of tears for me.” 


BISHOP STAFFORD said 
he found that Americans 
live in “two separate worlds, 
black and white” and few 
white people are personally 
aware of the profound 
alienation and anguish 
among many black Ameri- 
cans, especially the poor. 


The bishop's reflections 
were contained in the 
eighth and last of a series of 
articles in the Baltimore 
diocesan newspaper, The 
Catholic Review. He was 
commenting on the Ameri- 
can bishops’ pastoral letter 
of last November on 
racism. 


In. that pastoral the 
bishops characterized 
racismasasin “that divides 
the human family, blots out 
the image of God and 
violates the fundamental 
human dignity of those 
called to be children of the 
same father.” 


Bishop Stafford is urban 
vicar of the archdiocese. 
Prior to being named 
bishop in 1976 he was 
director of Associated 
Catholic Charities and has 
long been deeply involved 
in the social and commu- 


_hity problems of the inner 


city. 

“THE CHURCH clearly 
has an unfinished agenda 
in. further recognizing the 
gift that black Americans 


- offer it,” he said. “Both their 


bishops and the priests 


indicate that they experi- 
ence society and the 
church as racist.” 


The bishop also hit at the 


high unemployment rate 
among blacks, both adults 
and youth, and criticized 
the “impersonal civilization 
which is indifferent to the 
waste of life, to their 
unspoken suffering and to 
the unrealized and undis- 


covered talents locked 
forever in their hands and 


hearts. 

HE CALLED for increased 
employment of blacks in 
positions of authority and 
responsibility in all Catholic 
institutions and for their 
appointment to church . 
boards and commissions. 

He described the com- 
munities of faith among 
black parishes as beautiful. 


Easter visit to hostages 
by Nebraskan priest

men, including a Catholic 
priest from Omaha, Neb., 
conducted Easter services 
for the American hostages 
in tran April 6. 


The hostages, held at the 
American embassy in 
Teheran since Nov. 4, also 
were visited Easter Sunday 
by Archbishop Annibale 
Bugnini, papal pronuncio 
to Iran, and by Melkite-Rite 
Archbishop Hilarion Ca- 
pucci, a Syrian who cur- 
rently lives in Rome. 


The three American 
clergymen — Father Darrell 


Rupiper of Omaha, the Rev. 
Jack Bremer of Lawrence, 
Kan., and the Rev. Nelson 
Thompson of Kansas City, 
Mo.—all had made pre- 
vious visits to the hostages 
as part of a group calledthe 
Committee for American- 
Iranian Crisis Resolution. 


At a news conference in 
Teheran, the three said the 
hostages continue to. be 
treated well. 


Father Rupiper remarked 
that they had know way of 
knowing whether they had 
seen all the captives. But he

Noting that denomina- 
tional religious prayers 
such as the Our Father 
often were offered in 
classrooms as a result of 
the state law, Kaplan said it 
would be difficult to accept 
the argument that religion 
was not being advanced in 
the classroom, at least in 
the constitutional sense.

The Constitution does not 
establish “an impenetrable 
barrier’ between church 
and state, the judge said, 
but the ruling striking down 
the law was “a clear and 
inevitable application of the 
establishment clause at the 
heart of the First Amend- 
ment.”

Book review 


FORTY YEARS BEHIND THE WALL by 
Father M. Raymond, OCSO. Our Sunday 
Visitor Press, Noll Plaza, Huntington, IN 
46750. 336 pages, $5.95 pb. 


When an author can look back on:21 
books, all of them favorites in the Catholic 
press, he does have something to say to 
his public. When he also is celebrating his 
40th anniversary as a Trappist monk, he 
has a Spiritual message that deserves 
attention. 


Father Raymond’s name is thoroughly 
familiar to all adult Catholic readers for 
such best sellers as “The Man Who Got 
Even With God.” The man, however, 
always remained something of a mystery. 
We knew he was a Trappist monk at the 
Abbey of Our Lady of Gethsemane in 
Kentucky, but little else was ever made 
public. 


IN HIS FASCINATING autobiography he 
reveals that he was an ordained Jesuit 
priest before he considered entering the 
monastery. He had been active in giving 
missions and retreats when he suddenly 
answered.the call to beers a 
contemplative. 


He begins the book with his journey to 
Gethsemane and it is a familiar story. 
Whenever anyone undertakes such an 
abrupt change in his life, the anxieties, 
fears and myths of the occasion remain 
ever alive. 


But Father Raymond had an additional 


and invaluable aide de memoir, since his ~ 


brother, Jesuit Father Jack Flanagan, has 
saved every one of his letters from 1936 
on. 


FATHER RAYMOND was overshadowed, 
at least in the secular world, by his late 
confrere, Father Louis (Thomas Merton).

He was also on a first name basis with 
many of the greats in the American 
Church, including Archbishop Fulton 
Sheen: In connection with this Abbey, the 
archbishop coined the phrase, “The 
thunder of Trappist silence.”
